Speakers Say That Body 
Has No Authority To 
Abolish . Books Already 
Ordered. 


Movements begun several weeks ago 
to ban the teaching of evolution in any 
form in Atlanta public schools were 
defeated Tuesday afternoon by a vote 
of 9 to 3, when the board of educa- 
tion tabled both a majority and mi- 
nority report of the committee appoint- 
ed to investigate allegations that eye- 
lution is being taught in Atlanta 
schools. 

The majority report was signed by 
M. D. Therrell, R. M. Eubanks and W. 
D. Hoffman. The minority report 
was signed by Dr. Fred Morris. Upon. 
a motion made by Mr, Therreli that 
both reports “‘he tabled and otten,” 

the motion was carried, Dee 
Morris. requested a vote on his ‘resolu- 


This was not taken. 
To Refuse to Vote. 
Members voting in favor of tabling 


the two reports were: W. C. Slate, W. 
W. Gaines, J. Oscar Mills, W. D. 
Hoffman, C. J. McLendon, Mrs. Z. V. 
Peterson, Mrs. A. BE. Wilson, M. D. 
Therrell and R. M. Eubanks. Those 
opposed to tabling the re:olution were: 
Dr. Fred: Morris, J. W. Maddox and 
Mrs, J. O. Nelson. Mrs. Peterson and 
Mr. Gaines declared that they could 
not vote for adoption of either reports 
and for this reason voted to table both. 

In submitting the majority report, 
Mr. Therrell declared that the only 
feature of the report was the declara- 
tion that the board had no authoriiy 


‘to rule on such a movement. 


Resotutions presented in the minori- 
ty report. askéd that the board of ed- 
ucation go on record as “being op- 
posed to the teaching of evolution or 
any kindred doctrine or religion that 
is diametrically opposed to the teach- 
ing of the Bible and that it recom- 
mended the abolishing of any and all 
textbooks teaching evoluticn or any 
kindred doctrines.’’ It ‘also asked the 
dismissal of any teacher seeking to 
disseminate the doctrine of evolu- 
tion. 

It was pointed out in the report 
that the board of education has no 
authority to abolish books from the 
school curriculum within five years 
after the board had adopted the book. 
It was also stated that books which 
had been attacked by opponents of the 
evolution theory were books “regular- 


ly and officially adopted by this 
beard.”’

Mr. O'Leary also declared in his 
annual address that the field for trade 


associations had been greatly cleared in 


by a recent decision of the supreme 
court so that there was little reason 


for them to transgress either the spir- 


it or letter of the law. 

“Claims to the contrary notwith- 
standing,” Mr. O'Leary said, “the 
destiny of American agriculture will 
be achieved through’ the policy of self- 
government and not as sonie would 
have us believe through paternal con- 
trol by the federal government. 

“The poli¢y which would cripple ag- 
riculture cannot fail te exact from 
business extreme penalty. Our great 
markets are the farmers’ markets. Our 
daily food is the production of those 
farmers. It is for the preservation of 
these markets, for the préservation of 
our food supply, for the eventual sta- 
bility of success of agriculture that 
we turn our backs squarely against 
any proposal which would imperil the 
future of agriculture, 


Sound Progress Made. 


“Weare encouraged by sound eco- 
nomic progress made during the past 
year toward agricultural relief.” 

Mr. O'Leary asserted that new-uses 
for farm products have been developed, 
new farm machinery invented and 
better railroad service rendered, all to 
assist agriculture. 

Discussing trade associations, Mr. 
O’Leary asserted that there still is 
necessity for their further develop- 
ment. 

“When the time comes that the va- 
rious trades and industries shall find 
a legal method to coerce those mem- 
bers of their trade who do not live 
up to the letter and spirit of the 
properly established code of ethics, 
then we shall have little or no reason 
to fear government interference.” 

Julius Klein, director of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce of 
the commerce department, in an ad- 
dress, urged defensive measures in this 
country against foreign price control 
of essential raw materials, not only 
to protect the consumer, but to remove 
an “ominious threat against govern- 
ment good will.” 

Julius H. Barnes, former president 
of the chamber, attributed America’s 
economic supremacy to her possession 
and development of natural resources, 
habits of industry and stable, sound 
government.

Eagan, in working out the “Atlanta 
plan” of promoting better understand- 
ing between races, in a speech de- 
livered Tuesday at the regular meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Rotary club. 

Dr. Alexander related results of a 
study ‘he has made of the economic 


aspects of the migration of the negro 
to the north. He said this migration 
has not been wholly to northern cities 
but it has been a migration from ru- 
ral sections to cities of both north 
and south. He said it had not been 
confined to negroes but declared that 
there had been almost as high a per- 
centage of white mégration. 

In discussing the opportunity given 
negroes in cities to learn skilled trades, 
he said this ultimately would be of 
“large significance to industries lo- 
cated in the south,” and that inves- 
tigation has shown that negroes had 
been migrating largely to cities con- 
taining more than 100,000 population. 
He pointed out that many negroes in 
larger cities were acquiring homes and 
said home owning tended to conserva- 
tism. He outlined many other details 
of the study he has made of this |" 
question.

The traffic committee urged grocers 
to keep accurate cost records in order 
to know where they are coming out at 
the end of the year. ‘The traffic 
trade relations committee pointed out 
that it was being given fullest coop- 
eration by every department of the 
federal government with which the 
association comes in contact. 

The convention is being presided 
over by President J. H. McLaurin, 
of Washington, D. C. This is the 
84th annual convention, and more 
than 1,500 are in attendance. A fea- 
ture of the session was the presi- 
flent’s address, dealing with present- 
day problems of national food dis- 
tribution. The speaker asserted that 
the food industry was in a more cha- 
otic condition than at any time dur- 
ing the past sixteen years. 

‘The wholesale grocer today is in- 
dispensible as a factor in food distri- 
bution,” he said. “I maintain that 
it is only through the long-established, 
economically-proven system that pres- 
ent unfavorable conditions can _ be 
eliminated.” 

In concluding, the ‘president con- 
demned unethical and unfair practices 
of all kinds in the food industry and 
expressed optimism for the coopera- 
tion of manufacturer and jobber.

The department stores and chain 
stores have built much of their enor- 
mous volume on the artistic dressing 
of their show windows, he declared, 
and he urged that the dealers study 
their display methods and profit’ by 
the lesson.

tions, 

The giant dirigible Norge, which 
left Kings Bay at 10 o'clock Tuesday 
morning under the finest weather con- 
ditions, was passing “over polar ice 
fields” in the afternoon, according to 
a radio message sent back by Captain 
Roald Amundsen, leader of the expe- 
dition. ‘He said that his expedition 
hoped to be at the north pole by mid- 
night and at Point Barrow, Alaska, 
by Thursday.

But with a _ late 
spring and crude rubber prices drop- 
ping rapidly, the situation that devei- 
oped was far from what was expected. 
Many tire manufacturers with crude 
rubber now around 50 cents, are load- 
ed up with tires, having an average 
of nine pounds of rubber per tire,ewith 
the cost of the rubber in these tires 
averaging from 75 to 80 cents a pound. 

This appears to be a bad technical 
position for tire manufacturers which 
has invited much short selling of rub- 
ber shares by professional stock mar- 
ket traders.

Shorts in May wheat are apparent- 
ly becoming nervous and there was 
rather -ersistent buying of that de- 
livery, partly credited to local pro- 
fessionals and to the seavoard «nd the 
northwest. There was also buying of 
May and selling of July and the mar- 
ket wags more sensitive to buying than 
it has been for some time. 

The grain futures administration 
has called for daily reports on individ- 
ual open interest in May wheat where 
it exceeds ‘100,000 Bac hg either long 
or short. 

Official and .private cables from 
abroad indicated that the prospects 
for settling the British strike were 
much better and led to considerable 
buying . wheat futures here and in 
Winnipeg. The latter closed 1@ 
13-8c ‘.igher as compared with 
Saturday with exporters persistent 
buyers and there was talk of a-liberal 
export business. The latter was not 
fully confirmed by the seaboard, which 
placed the day’s sales in all positions 
at 600,000 bushels. 

Further recommendatione were 
shown by the weather map in parts of 
the American and Canadian northwest, 
but crop reports were not a factor in 
the market at any time. Local senti- 
ment was rather bearish early. Liver- 
pool closed 3-8d higher to 1-2d lower.

It was 
recently taken down as unsafe and re- 
placed with a steel shaft. Mr. Gable 
is a member of the “Poor Richard” 
club of Philadelphia and is a promi- 
nent figure in advertising and motion 
picture circles. 

Miss Myra Scott, vice president of 
Eastman, Scott & Company, talked 
interestingly of the work being done 
by her agency and the commission ap- 
pointed to handle the $250,000 fund 
to advertise Atlanta. She told how, 
since the launching of this campaigu 
in 30 trade publications and national 
advertising mediums, 49 new concerns 
have located in the city ‘of Atlanta 
proper—that is, since February 1 last.
